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PROPOSED BUILDING ORDINANCE 


For the towns of Baldwin, Cornish, Hiram, Parsonsfield, 
and Porter. 


An ordinance to provide for safety, health and public welfare 
through the regulation of construction, alteration, relocation | 
and replacement of buildings. 


PART 1 SCOPE AND ADMINISTRATION 


Sec. 1. Scope. The provisions of this ordinance shall apply 
to new construction, alterations and additions, relocation and 
replacement of any building or part thereof. It shall not apply 
to existing buildings unless such buildings are to be enlarged, 
altered, repaired, moved or converted to other uses. 


Sec. 2. Building Inspector. This ordinance shall be ad- 
ministered by the Building Inspector who shall be appointed by 
the Municipal Officers. 


A. Inspection. ‘The Building Inspector shall inspect all 
buildings being constructed, altered, repaired, replaced or relo- 
cated for the purpose of enforcing the provisions of this ordi- 
nance and all other local and State laws governing the con- 
struction, alteration, replacement, or repair of buildings. 


B. Right of Entry. The Building Inspector, in the per- 
formance of his duties, may enter any building at reasonable 
hours for the purpose of making the inspection required by this 
ordinance. 


Sec. 3. Permit. Before the construction, alteration, reloca- 
tion, repair or replacement of any building or part thereof 
shall be commenced, the owner or lessee, or the architect, con- 
tractor or builder employed by such owner or lessee shall obtain 
from the building inspector a permit covering such proposed 
work. However, no permit shall be required for repairs or im- 
provements not involving structual changes when the reasonable 


cost is less than $1,500.00. 


10 Annual Report 


A. Application. The application for the permit shall be 
in writing and shall be made in such forms as the building in- 
spector shall prescribe, and shall contain a description of the 
proposed new, altered or relocated building, or the repairs or 
replacement contemplated. 


B. Permit Approval. The building inspector, after proper 
examination of the application, shall either issue the requested 
permit or transmit notice of refusal within 30 days from the 
date of filing. Notice of refusal shall be in writing and shall 
state the reasons therefor. 


C. Life of Permit. All building permits shall be void 
unless work thereunder is commenced within one year from the 
date of issuance. 


Sec. 4. Fees. The fee shall be $5.00 for the first $5,000 or 
part thereof, and $1.00 for each additional thousand dollars of 
proposed work. The fee for establishing a mobile home site shall 
be $5.00. 


Sec. 5. Appeal. In the case of refusal by the Building In- 
spector to issue a permit, appeal shall be to the Municipal ~ 
Officers. The Municipal Officers may affirm or reverse the de- 
cision of the Inspector as to interpretation of the provisions of 
this ordinance. In specific cases where the enforcement of this 
ordinance would involve practical difficulty or unnecessary 
hardships and where desirable relief may be granted without 
substantially departing from the intent and purpose of this 
ordinance, but not otherwise, the Municipal Officers may per- 
mit exceptions to and variations from the provisions of this 
ordinance. . 


Sec. 6. Violations. Any building constructed or work per- 
formed in violation of the provisions of this ordinance or of any 
permit issued by the Building Inspector shall be considered a 
nuisance. 


Sec. 7. Penalty. Any person found guilty of violating any 
provisions of this ordinance shall be subject to a fine of not more 
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than $100 for each offense. Each day in which a violation is 
proved to exist shall constitute a separate offense under this 
section. 


PART II STANDARDS 


Sec. 8. Size of Lot. No building, including a mobile home 
shall be constructed upon or moved to a lot with an area of 
less than 20,000 square feet, with a frontage width facing any 
highway, street, lake or pond of less than 100 feet, or a depth 
of less than 125 feet, unless the lot is served by public or private 
community sewer. If an existing building burns, is demolished 
or moved, it may be replaced even though the lot may measure 
less than 20,000 square feet. Lots existing or for which a plan 
has been recorded in accordance with law at the effective date 
of this ordinance shall be exempt from these minimum lot re- 
quirements. For lots served by public or private community 
sewer the minimum area requirements shall be 9,000 square 
feet with a frontage of 75 feet or more. 


A. Set-Back. No building shall be erected on a lot unless 
the building shall be set back from the highway right-of-way 
or from the shore of a lake, pond or watercourse, at least 25 feet. 


B. Side Yard Width. No building shall be set less than 
10 feet from any adjoining lot line. 


C. Driveways. Each lot shall be provided with a drive- 
way of not less than 10 feet in width. 


D. Off-Street Parking. Off-street parking shall be pro- 
vided in the amount of 300 square feet per dwelling unit. This 
may be accomplished by driveway space, garage space, or park- 
ing lot space or any combination of the three. 


Sec. 9. Minimum Floor Area. Every dwelling unit, except 
factory-built mobile homes, to be used by a single family shall 
enclose an area of at least 600 square feet of living space on 
the ground floor. Factory-built mobile homes shall enclose an 
area of at least 450 square feet. “Living Space” shall mean 
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actual enclosed space suitable for year-’round occupancy and 
shall not include porches, patios and similar areas whether or 
not enclosed. 


Seasonal homes (dwellings designed for occupancy for less 
than three months) are exempt for this requirement but no 
seasonal home may be converted to a permanent dwelling unit 
or used as such unless these requirements are met. 


Existing dwelling units not meeting the requirements of this 
section may be enlarged, repaired or altered. Multi-family 
dwelling houses are exempt from the ground floor requirements 
for each unit. 


Sec. 10. Foundations. Except when erected upon solid rock 
or equivalent, all dwellings and commercial buildings shall be 
set on a masonry foundation wall carried one foot below frost 
line; upon a poured concrete slab at least six inches thick and 
properly drained; or upon a pressure treated wood, concrete, 
or metal posts foundation, approved by the Building Inspector, 
with approved support over the posts. Masonry walls and con- 
crete slabs shall rest upon solid ground or leveled rock, or on 


. 


piles or ranging timbers when solid earth or rock is not found. . 


Foundation walls shall not be less than 8 inches thick. 


In the case of seasonal homes foundations of less stringent 


standards may be allowed by the Building Inspector, but no ~ 


seasonal home may be converted to a permanent dwelling unit 
or used as such unless the requirements of this section are met. 


Sec. 11. Minimum Construction Standards. 


(1) Wooden beams or joists which are not headers or 
tail joists shall have bearings of at least three inches. . 


(2) A wooden girder, beam or joist shall not be cut nor 
pierced in any manner that would cause it to be of insufficient 
strength for its load. 


(3) Except for pitched roofs, wooden floor or roof joists 
of spans which are in excess of eight feet shall be rigidly braced 
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with continuous rows of 1 x 3 bridging at intervals not less than 
eight feet. 


(4) The sills shall be anchored to the foundation walls at 
no more than six-foot intervals at least one-half inch in diameter 
embedded at least six inches in the foundation walls. 


(5) Wooden columns in basements or cellars shall rest 
on rigid masonry or metal footlings which extend at least six 
inches above the floors. 


(6) All wooden beams and joists shall be trimmed away 
from flues and chimneys so that there shall be not less than 
two inches clearance from the outside face of the chimney. 


Sec. 12. Good Practice Standards. All building materials 
used and practices followed in the construction of buildings shall 
conform to generally accepted standards of good practice. The 
regulations of a national-recognized building code shall be prima 
facie evidence of much accepted standards. 


Sec. 13. Exterior Finish. The exterior walls of all dwelling 
houses, accessory garages and commercial buildings shall be 
finished with a covering of clapboards, wood siding, wood or 
asbestos shingles, masonry, brick, stone or other approved ma- 
terial. Such covering shall be completed within a year after the 
outside studding is in place. Tarred paper or tarred felt or 
similar substances shall not be used on any building unless 
completely hidden from view by the finished exterior wall 
covering. 


Sec. 14. Roof Covering. Every new roof or roof which is 
hereafter recovered shall be covered with non-combustible or 
fire resistant roofing materials. The use of tarred felt or tarred 
paper as a permanent roof covering is prohibited. Untreated 
wood shingles are prohibited. 


Sec. 15. Chimneys. On every dwelling which has a chimney 
the chimney shall be constructed of solid masonry units or of 
reinforced concrete and shall have walls not less than four inches 
thick or shall be an approved factory-built chimney. 
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A. Chimney Liners. Chimneys shall be lined with ap- 
proved fire clay or tile flue liners. 


B. Chimney-Supports. Chimneys shall be supported on 
foundations of masonry or reinforced concrete which, if on the 
exterior of the building, shall extend to one foot below the 


normal frost line. 


C. Chimney Height. Chimneys shall extend at least two 
feet above the highest point when they pass through the roof 
of the building and at least 2 feet higher than any ridge within 
10 feet of such chimney. 


D. Chimney Cleanout Doors. Every chimney shall be 
provided with a cleanout opening at or near the base equipped 
with a metal door and frame arranged to remain tightly closed 


when not in use. 


E. Corbeling. No chimney shall be corbeled from a wall 
more than 6 inches; nor shall a chimney be corbeled from a wall 
which is less than 12 inches thick unless it projects equally on 
each side of the wall. Corbeling shall not exceed one inch 
projection for each course of brick projected. 


F. Factory-built Chimneys. Chimneys that have been 
tested and approved by an accredited authoritive agency may 
be. installed in accordance with the clearances and details of 


their approval. 


Sec. 16. Smokepipes. Smokepipes shall not pass through a 
floor or ceiling, and shall not pass through a combustible wall or 
partition unless it is properly guarded at the point of passage 
by a double collar of metal with air space of at least five inches, 
or by at least five inches of brick or other non-combustible ma- 
terial between the pipe and the combustible material. 


Sec. 17. Fireplaces. The back and sides of a fireplace shall 
be of solid masonry or reinforced concrete not less than eight 
inches in thickness and lined with fire brick at least two inches 
thick. A fireplace shall have a hearth of non-combustible ma- 
terial that is supported by a fireproof slab or brick trimmer 
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arch, and shall extend at least 20 inches outside of the chimney 
breast and not less than 12 inches beyond the sides of the 
fireplace opening. The minimum combined thickness of the 
hearth and its supporting construction shall not be less than 
six inches. This Section shall not prohibit the use of “heatilator” 
type fireplaces. 


Sec. 18. Electrical Installation. All electrical wiring, ap- 
paratus, or appliances for furnishing light, heat or power shall 
be in conformity with State of Maine Law and in conformity 
with approved methods of construction for safety to life and 
property. The regulations in the National Electrical Code, as 
approved by the National Board of Fire Underwriters, shall be 
prima facie evidence of such approved methods. No electric 
wiring installed in new or existing structures shall be covered or 
concealed until it has been inspected and permission to conceal 
has been given by the Building Inspector. 


Sec. 19. Plumbing. All plumbing and sewage disposal shall 
be in strict conformance with State of Maine Law and the State 
Plumbing Code. 


A. Sewer System. Each dwelling including mobile homes 
and each seasonal home shall be connected with the public 
sewers if within 100 feet of the nearest sewer line. If not so 
situated, either a connection with the public sewers or a private 
sewer system, approved by the Plumbing Inspector, shall be 
provided. 


B. Water Supply. Each dwelling including mobile homes 
and each seasonal home shall be connected to a public water 
supply or a private portable water supply shall be provided. 


C. Sanitary Fixtures. Each dwelling unit including mo- 
bile homes shall be provided with not less than one water closet, 
one bathtub or shower, one lavatory, and one kitchen sink, all 
of approved type with piped cold water to all fixtures and piped 
hot water to all fixtures but the water closet. Each seasonal home 
shall be provided with a water closet or approved alternative 
plumbing fixture. 
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Sec. 20. Light and Ventilation. Every room in a dwelling 
shall have an exterior window. However, kitchens, bathrooms 
and water closet compartments may have a skylight or a con- 
nection to a vent shaft extending to the roof, or be provided 
with mechanical ventilation instead of an exterior window. 


Sec. 21. Means of Egress. Each dwelling unit including 
mobile homes and each seasonal home shall have at least two 
suitable means of egress.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE — 1969 


The public health nursing program provides service to indi- 
viduals, families and the community as a whole. This service 
is provided by the Division of Public Health Nursing. 


The nurse is concerned with care of the sick or handicapped 
persons in the home, with the care of well individuals and 
families in relation to prevention of illness and with health 
problems that affect the community as a whole. 


Direct visits made were to do preventive teaching and give 
counseling. There were no requests for home nursing care. 
Your nurse is available to provide part-time nursing care of the 


ooo 
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sick in the home. Under medical direction she is able to carry 
out treatment and rehabilitative measures and give guidance 
and support to the patient and his family. Chronic illnesses are 
very prevalent among the older age group. However, these 
disabilities afflict people of all ages and public health nursing 
has become increasingly concerned with the care of these. 


The nurse is responsible for follow-up care in the home of 
children under care of State supported clinics such as ortho- 
pedic and cardiac. Parents are assisted in interpretation of 
doctors’ findings and orders and help given in carrying these 
out. Visits were made to children presently being followed. 


Child health conferences previously held in the summer 
months were not held this year. The attendance has been small 
for quite some time. It would seem we need a survey to de- 
termine the need. Perhaps the feasibility of combining with 
other surrounding communities for this activity should be 
studied. The purpose of the conferences is to provide health 
supervision of well infants and preschool children not under 
private medical care. 


Immunization clinics for all age groups are held yearly by 
your health officer, Dr. Marston. The nurse assists at the clinics 
when possible. 


The nurse works individually with interested citizens and 
other allied workers in behalf of patients and the planning of 
group activities. Visits were made in relation to this. 


The assistance given the public health nurse by interested 
people who in anyway helped with the program and the physi- 
cian is greatly appreciated.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in Porter 
in the year 1970 


The public health nursing program continues to provide ser- 
vice to individuals, families and the community as a whole. 
This service is provided by the Division of Public Health Nursing. 


Home visits were made to do preventive teaching and coun- 
seling and to carry out treatments prescribed by the doctor. 
About 62% of the visits was in the latter category. This is a 
change from last year when there were no requests for home 
nursing care. This type of service is given only under medical 
direction. 


The nurse is responsible for follow up care in the home of 
children under care of State supported clinics. Visits have been 
made to interpret doctor’s findings and assist with recommended 
treatment. 


The nurse is available to provide guidance and instruction to 
mothers before and after the birth of their infants. It is hoped 
that more persons will be reached by this service in the coming 
year. 


Immunization clinics for all age groups are held yearly by 
your health officer, Dr. Paul Marston. The nurse assisted at the 
spring clinics. 

The nurse works individually with other professional and in- 
terested citizens to help individuals, families and the community 
meet their health needs. Visits were made in relation to this. 

The assistance given the public health nurse by interested 
people who in any way helped with the program is appreci- 
ated.

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REGIONAL AIRPORT REPORT 


To the Selectmen of Area Towns: 


During 1971, we have seen an increase in local citizen activity 
at Eastern Slope Regional Airport. A group of interested local 
people have proceeded to form an incorporated flying club, 
and a large number of the members have been actively pursuing 
flight instruction at the airport during the year. General avia- 
tion activity has continued at a high level, and this local interest 
bodes well for increased activity and use. 


During 1971, the radio homing beacon was completed, ap- 
proved by the Federal Aviation Agency and put into service; 
thus providing an additional navigational aid for users of the 
airport, creating more wide spread publicity for the airport 
among the aviation public, and making it possible to utilize 
instrument flight plans when flying to the airport. As an addi- 
tional benefit of this radio beacon, pilots may now telephone 
the FAA from the airport on toll-free lines, in order to file 
flight plans and obtain the latest weather advisories. ‘The author- 
ity has been able to obtain regular servicing of the new radio 
beacon through the kind offices of Martin Engstrom. 


During 1971, the airport snow plowing contract was let, 
after sealed bids on a three year basis, to the former contractor, 
Esmond “Kelly” Dunham, Jr. 


As noted in prior years, we have only been able to operate 
with the help of grants of $2,000.00 from the Mulford Trust. 
In addition, the authority makes a small operating profit on its 
T-Hangar, which helps with operating charges.

The Division of Public Health Nursing continued to offer its 
services to townspeople during the 1971 calendar year. 


The emphasis of the visits made this year has been to give 
nursing care. Visits were made to help persons understand and 
follow recommendations, to give guidance and support to the 
family, to refer to other resources for additional help when nec- 
essary, and to carry out prescribed treatment ordered by the 
physician. 


Visits were also made to do health teaching. 


Kinds of illness or problems included mental retardation, or- 
thopedic, eye condition, tuberculosis, cancer, emotional and 
other. 


Immunization clinics for all age groups are held yearly by 
your health officer, Dr. Paul Marston. The nurse assisted at the 
spring clinics. 


The nurse continues to work individually with other profes- 
sional and interested citizens to help individuals, families and 
the community meet their health needs. 


Appreciation is expressed to volunteers and others who as- 
sisted in carrying out the public health nursing program.

FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING 


It is our information that the Town of Porter will receive dur- 
ing a period of five years from Federal Revenue Sharing Trust 
Fund, sixty thousand dollars. It cannot be used for payment of 
the operational cost of schools, or matching funds for any Federal 
Grant. We have received for the year 1972 twelve thousand three 
hundred eighty-four dollars, which is deposited in the Maine 
National Bank at 5% interest, which will amount to $13, 000.00 
to be appropriated this fiscal year. If this policy is followed there 
will be available $13,000.00 each year for five years.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


January 30, 1973 
To the Selectmen and Citizens of Porter: 


The Planning Board was first established at the 1971 Annual 
Town Meeting. During that year the Board held eight meetings 
and attended several regional and local official meetings. One 
subdivision application was received and given preliminary and 


final approval. 


In 1972, the Board has so far held 14 regular and special meet- 
ings. Two subdivision applications have been received and given 
preliminary approval; a final plan has yet to be filed for one; 
the other is under review by the State Department of Environ- 
mental Protection. Two others are pending. 


On January 11, 1973, the Board, after long study, adopted 
subdivision regulations based on a model set supplied by the 
Southern Maine Regional Planning Commission amended to fit 
the needs of our town. Copies of these regulations will soon ,be 
available and will be distributed to town officials, concerned 
citizens and affected numbers of the general public. Copies will 
be placed in the high school library for general reference. Similar 
action has been taken by our neighboring towns. 


The Regional Planning Commission has provided much tech- 
nical and legal help. For our contribution of $68.00 we have re- 
ceived the equivalent of thousands of dollars in service. Publica- 
cation of the subdivision regulations alone would have cost 
hundreds of dollars. Mr. Myron Lamb of their staff has attended 
several of our meetings and provided valuable professional advice. 


Mr. David Joy of the regional office completed this summer a 
preliminary land-use map of the town which we and the select- 
men are now studying and revising for preparation of a final map 
by the regional office. 


The Board hopes soon to have map of the whole town based 
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on U.S.G.S. data available. In this we are being assisted without 
cost by Mr. Carl Laws, Planner for the Saco River Advisory 
Commission, who has also assisted us at meetings and given freely 
of his professional knowledge. 


The Board is preparing a Comprehensive Town Plan, or 
policy statement and is again being assisted by regional planning 
staff made available by Mr. Arthur Lougee, Director of the Re- 
gional Commission. 


The last legislature passed a Mandatory Shoreline Zoning Act 
requiring towns to do such zoning by June 1973. The Board is 
considering this problem but has no recommendation for Town 
Meeting action at this time. The 106th Legislature has bills be- 
fore it which may alter the original legislation and it seems wise 
to wait the outcome of their action. 


The Board has been ably assisted in keeping minutes and 
records by its clerk, Mrs. Katherine Stacey. The Board also 
wishes to express its appreciation of support and assistance given 
by the Selectmen and their Clerk.

We are looking at new units in hopes we might get one in the 
near future. There is quite a variety to choose from, but we hope 
to choose the most practical one for the area and price that will 


do the job well. We have purchased a used unit from Windham 
to use for a back-up in case our present one plays out completely 
or need a second unit on a call. It is not fully equipped, but we 
have it ready for the road. ‘There is still some work to be done on 
the inside. We have been concentrating about all of our time and 
money on the new building to house the units. To date there has 
been about 820 man hours put into this project and all volunteer. 
So far it has been built by the money received from donations 
and raffles and different activities the members have run to help 
raise the money for this purpose. The new building is located in 
South Hiram by the little red school in back of the South Hiram 
Fire Station. At this time we would like to thank all who donated 
time, labor, materials, equipment and money or that helped in 
any way. The units are stationed in the new building now, but 
there is still some work to be done on the inside of the building. 
At this time we have $4,511.84 in the building. All of our meet- 
ings are being held in the new building now and anyone wishing 
to attend may do so anytime. They are held the first TueSday of 
every month. Anyone with the proper qualifications to help us 
on the unit would be greatly appreciated. We have ordered a new 
radio which gives us direct contact with the emergency rooms in 
all the surrounding participating hospitals. This was done through 
the efforts of the Kiwanis Club, they donated one-half the cost 


of the racto.

The Unit made a total of 177 calls for the year 1973, this is 
47 more than 1972. We purchased a new Chevrolet with a 
Superior Ambulance body this year. It was delivered around the 
first of July. To date it has most 8000 miles on it. It is well 
equipped and working very well. The unit we purchased from - 
Windham is being renovated to use as a backup unit. It has 
been used some for transportation, but it was not completely 
satisfactory. We are in hopes the renovation will improve the 
appearance and operation. There is still some work to be done on 
the building inside, such as painting etc. We ordered our new 
Hospital radio last April and just recently found out we cannot 
get that particular one. We cancelled the order for that one and 
ordered another one of equal quality in hopes to get it soon.

We have a number of members now who have improved their 
training by taking an 81 hour EMT Course. We held an Extrac- 
tion course and refresher Advanced First Aid course this sum- 
mer at our unit building.

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Report of the Planning Board 


January 30, 1974 
To the Selectmen and Citizens of Porter: 


In 1973 the Board received no new applications for subdivi- 
sion approvals. Final plans are still pending from three given 
preliminary approval in 1973. 


The Board meets regularly on the second Thursday of each 
month at Porter City Hall. Additional working meetings have 
been held. Some or all of the Board attend meetings of the 
Southern Maine Regional Planning Commission. The Board has 
also met twice with the newly-formed Saco River Corridor 
Commission. 


The Board hopes, in the near future, to complete a Compre- 
hensive Town Plan as a statement of policy about future growth 
of the town to be used as the basis for a complete Zoning Ordi- 
nance to be presented for discussion and adoption by the Town 
Meeting. © 


The deadline for the Mandatory Shoreline Zoning Act has 
been extended to June 30, 1974. The Board intends to incorpor- 
ate in one ordinance provision for the whole Town including 
shoreline zoning and the land use districts set along the Great 
Ossipee River by the Saco River Corridor Commission. Public 
hearings will be held on all these provisions before the ordinance 
is completed. 


The Board continues to receive technical and legal advice from 
the Southern Maine Regional Planning Commission worth thous- 
ands of dollars in return for the token contribution of $74.55 we 
pay. Other technical assistance is available from the State Plan- 
ning Office, the Soil Conservation Service and various state 
agencies. 


Accompanying your Town Report you received a copy of a 
new Town Map which we hope will be useful in following some 
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of the recommendations the Board will later make. The north- 
erly section of Porter which was on the “Brownfield Sheet” in the 
USGS 1964 Survey has been added so that a complete map of 
the town as of that year now exists. We hope more recent data 
can be added in the near future. i 


The Board appreciates the cooperation of ITI’s management 
in allowing Mr. Chester Chapman of the Board the use of its 
equipment to reproduce these maps. 


The Board also expresses its appreciation of cooperation by 
the Selectmen and other Town Officers in carrying out its work.

Operating expenses for 1974 were $4,429. These figures do not 
include one-time, non-recurring expenses for completion of the 
building construction or for the cost of the hospital radio and its 
installation. Just with the advent of inflation it is reasonable to 
project day-to-day Operating expenses in 1975 will be ap- 
proximately $5,000 at the 1974 level. This does not take into 
account the increase in the number of calls that can be an- 
ticipated in 1975. Recent years have shown yearly increase in 
calls of 25 to 30 per cent over the previous year, naturally 
resulting in increased operating costs. The present 5-town subsidy 
of $2,500 ($500 per town) barely covers the cost of insurance, 
gasoline and telephone. The remaining expenses have been

covered by the generous donations of individuals. However, it is 
unrealistic to rely on fluctuating and varied donations as income 
to cover operating expenses and growth. There is no way to 
anticipate either the timing or amount of this souces of income. 


Based on the figures, it is recommended that the town subsidies 
be increased to $1,000 each (total of $5,000) to cover anticipated 
day-to-day operating expenses and that the income derived from 
donations be used for non-recurring expenses; i.e., new pieces of 
equipment, building expenses, training aids, etc.

Gentlemen: 


Enclosed you will find a copy of a suggested article for your town 
meeting warrant, which may be the subject of a petition to be coor- 
dinated by one of the members of the Fryeburg Area Development 
Corporation in your town. 


The Fryeburg Area Development Corporation is a public interest, non- 
profit corporation established to foster economic development and to 
create jobs in our part of Oxford County. There are over 400 area 
members. To date, the Corporation has been active in the attempts to 
return to work those area shoe workers laid off a year ago with the 
closing of Northland Shoe. The success of these efforts, and the ability to 
undertake other projects, ultimately depend on community support, and 
funding. 


If the Corporation can raise $7,000 from the area it is designed to serve, 
it will qualify for consideration by the federal Economic Development 
Agency for a $58,000 technical assistance grant. Such a grant would 
make possible the hiring of an expert staff and the development of a 
comprehensive plan for economic recovery, conceived and administered 
at the local level, for our part of the county. 


Attached is a sheet listing the towns in our development area, their 1970 
population figures, and their pro rata share of support needed to raise 
the $7,000. This is not an assessment, nor will it become an annual 
request. Furthermore, if the entire $7,000 required cannot be raised by 
May 1, 1976, none of the money appropriated by the several town 
meetings will be spent. Likewise, if the money needed is appropriated but 
the Corporation does not otherwise qualify for the grant, none will be 
spent. All sums thus raised would go into your surplus fund. 


Any town that appropriates the sum requested will not be asked to 
disburse to the Corporation until such time, prior to May 1, 1976, as the 
whole of it has been committed. This is an area development project and 
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requires the participation of all of the towns encompassed by the 
development corporation. Unless the entire $7,000 is raised, the grant 
will not be forthcoming

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ASSESSORS’ REPORT - 1975 
A FAIR SHARE FOR EVERYONE 
To the Citizens of Porter: 


How can we be sure every taxpayer in Porter is paying his fair share of 
the cost of town services—schools, parks, police and fire protection, 
highways, and many other services? 


To provide the answer this letter is being printed in the Town Report with 
the hope that it will be read and circulated among all citizens of Porter. 


The answer is in fair assessments. If every property is assessed by the 
same uniform rules, then no one pays more or less than his fair share of 
taxes. 


Because of changing market value of property over the years, many 
assessments have gotten out of line. Some properties have been assessed 
too high. Still others have been assessed too low. 


Why We Are Carrying Out a Town-Wide Equalization Program: 

It was decided that the time was overdue for updating all assessments to 
current market values. To do this job, the Town Selectmen have selected 
Patten Appraisal Associates of Portland, after receiving competitive 
proposals. 


Their job will be to make certain that every property, large or small, is 
appraised by the same fair standards, with no exceptions to this rule. 


As a result of this town-wide project, Porter’s assessment system will be 
as fair and as up to date as any town, anywhere. It will also meet the 
State of Maine’s standards for local assessment practices. 


A Full and Fair Review 

The job of appraising nearly 700 properties will have taken one year. 
Sometime this spring, assessment notices will be mailed out. Those who 
have questions regarding their assessments will have a chance to review 
them with the appraisers at informal hearings. 
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What Will Happen to Your Tax Bill? 
Normally, some tax bills go up, some go down, some stay the same. 
Remember, the equalization program was undertaken only to make sure 
all assessments are fair—not to increase the individual tax bill. If your 
tax bill does increase, it means one of two things, or both: 

1. Your property was assessed too low in preceding years. 

2. The 1976 Town Budget increased over 1975’s. 


It should also be pointed out that the 1976 tax rate will be considerably 
lower than 1975’s in spite of a possible increased budget. The rate will 
drop in proportion to the valuation increase experienced by Porter. 


Do You Know What Your Property is Actually Worth? 

It is worth a great deal more than the present assessment. When you 
recelve your notice, you will know the actual market value of your 
property. Whether you are interested in selling it or not, you will have a 
good idea of how valuable your real estate really is. And now, if you ever 
want to sell it, it should be easier to do so because the assessment is not a

PROPOSED REVISIONS TO MODEL ORDINANCE 
RELATING TO FLOOD HAZARD BUILDING PERMIT 
SYSTEM AND REVIEW PROCEDURE 


WHEREAS, the Town of PORTER elects to comply with the 
requirements of the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968 (P. L. 90- 
448, as amended): 


WHEREAS, The National Flood Insurance Program established in 
the aforesaid Act provides that maps shall be provided by the Federal 
Insurance Administration identifying those areas of the Town in the 
flood plain having a special flood hazard, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Town of PORTER 
as follows: 


1. Permit. Before construction, relocation, replacement, or sub- 
stantial enlargement or modification of any building (including 
mobile homes) has commenced in the special flood hazard area 
designated on the maps prepared in accordance with the National 
Flood Insurance Act of 1968, as amended, the owner or lessee, or 
the architect, engineer, contractor or builder employed by such 
owner or lessee shall obtain from the Code Enforcement Officer, a 
permit covering such proposed work. 


2. Application. The application for a permit shall be submitted in 
writing to the Code Enforcement Officer and shall include: ~ 


a. The name and address of applicant, 

b. an address or a map indicating the location of the construction 
site, 

c. a site plan showing location of existing and proposed struc- 
ture(s), sewage disposal facilities, water supply, areas to be cut 
and filled and the lot dimensions, 

d. a statement of intended use of the proposed structure(s), . 

e. astatement as to the type of sewage system proposed, 

_f. specification of dimensions of the proposed structure(s) (length, 

- width and height), 

g. the elevation (in relation to ground and mean sea level) of the 
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lowest floor, including basement, and, if the lowest floor is 
below grade on one or more sides, the elevation of the floor 
immediately above, and 

h. a copy of the plans and specifications of the proposed con- 
struction. This requirement may be modified by decision of the 
Code Enforcement Officer when in his opinion such in- 
formation is or is not needed to determine the conformance of 
the proposed construction with this ordinance. 


3. Fee. A permit fee of $10.00 (ten dollars) shall be paid to the town 
clerk (for compensation of the Code Enforcement Officer) with a 
copy of the receipt to accompany the application. 


4. Review of Building Permit Application. The Code Enforcement 
Officer shall: 


a. Review all aforesaid building permit applications to determine 
whether proposed building sites in Zone A of the Flood Hazard 
Boundary Maps will be reasonably safe from flooding. Any 
construction, relocation, replacement or modification of any 
building including prefabricated and mobile homes, upon 
building sites in the special flood hazard area must: 


1) be designed or modified and anchored to prevent flotation, 
collapse or lateral movement of the structure, 

2) use construction material and utility equipment that are 
resistant to flood damage, 

3) use construction methods and practices that will minimize 
flood damage, and 

4) in the case of mobile homes, (and all additions thereto), be 
anchored to resist flotation, collapse or lateral movement: 

a) by over-the-top ties anchored to the ground at the four 
corners of the mobile home, plus two additional ties per side 
at intermediate locations (except that mobile homes less than 
50 feet long require only one additional tie per side), 

b) by frame ties anchored to the ground at each corner of 
the home, plus five additional ties along each side at in- 
termediate points (except that mobile homes less than 50 feet 
long require only four additional ties per side), 

c) in which all components of the anchoring system are 
capable of carrying a force of 4800 pounds. 
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b. Obtain, review and reasonably utilize any base flood elevation 
data available from a Federal, State or other source, until such 
other data has been provided by the Federal Insurance 
Administration, as criteria for requiring that all new con- 
struction and substantial improvements meet the following 
standards: 

1) that of residential structures have the lowest floor (including 
basement) elevated one foot above the base flood level, and 

2) that of non-residential structures have the lowest floor 
(including basement) elevated or flood-proofed one foot 
above the base flood level. 

c. Notify, in riverine situations, adjacent communities and the 
State Bureau of Civil Emergency Preparedness prior to any 
alteration or relocation of a watercourse, and submit copies of 
such notifications to the Flood Insurance Administrator, to 
assure that flood-carrying capacity is maintained within the 
altered or relocated portion of the watercourse. 


5. Review of Subdivision Proposals: The Planning Board shall, 
when reviewing subdivision under 30 M.R.S.A.§4956, assure that: . 


a. all such proposals are consistent with the need to minimize 
flood damage, | 

b. all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, gas, electrical 
and water systems are located, elevated, and constructed to 
minimize or eliminate flood damages, | 

c. adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce exposure to flood 
hazards, and 

d. in the case of subdivisions and all other developments of 5 acres 
or 50 lots (whichever is lesser), that all proposals include base 
flood elevation data. 


6. Mobile Home Subdivisions and Mobile Home Parks. In the case 
of mobile home subdivisions or mobile home parks, located in 
Zone A of the Flood Hazard Boundary Map, an evacuation plan 
is filed with the town co-ordinator for Civil Emergency 
Preparedness, indicating alternative vehicular access and escape 
routes. 


7. Plumbing. The Plumbing Inspector shall require new or 
replacement water supply systems and sanitary sewage systems to 
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be designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters 
into the systems and discharges from them during flooding. 


8. Regulations. The Planning Board may adopt any reasonable 
regulations after a public hearing that are consistent with and in 
furtherance of the objectives of sections 4, 5, and 6 above, that 
they deem necessary for the proper enforcement of said sections 
and which are consistent with State law. 


9. Variances. The Board of Appeals* may, upon written application 
of the affected landowner, grant a variance from the strict ap- 
plication of this Ordinance under the following conditions: 


a. the strict application of the terms of this Ordinance would 
result in undue hardship to the applicant or would not be in the 
best interest of the community, and 

b. the hardship is not the result of action taken by the applicant or 
a prior owner in violation of this Ordinance. 


10. Appeals. The Board of Appeals* may, upon written application of 
an aggrieved party and after public notice, hear appeals from 
determinations of the Planning Board or Code Enforcement 
Officer in the administration of this Ordinance. Such hearings 
shall be held in accordance with State laws. Following such 
hearing, the Board of Appeals may reverse the decision of the 
Planning Board or Code Enforcement Officer only upon a finding 
that the decision is clearly contrary to specific provisions of this 
Ordinance. An appeal may be taken within thirty days after any 
decision is rendered by the Board of Appeals, by any party to 
Superior Court in accordance with State law. 


11. Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the Code Enforcement 
Officer to enforce the provisions of this Ordinance. If the Code 
Enforcement Officer finds that any provision of this Ordinance is 
being violated, he shall notify in writing the person responsible for 
such violation indicating the nature of the violation and ordering 
the action necessary to correct it. 


When the above action does not result in the correction or 
abatement of the violation, the Municipal Officers, upon notice 


* In towns where there is no regular Board of Appeals, the 
Shoreland Zoning Board of Appeals may act instead. 
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from the Code Enforcement Officer are hereby authorized and 
directed to institute any and all actions, whether legal or equitable, 
necessary to the enforcement of this Ordinance. Any person who 
continues to violate any provision of this Ordinance after 
receiving notice of such violation shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
subject to a fine of up to $100.00 for each violation. Each day 
such a violation is continued is a separate offense. 


Conflict with Other Ordinances. This Ordinance shall not repeal, 
annul or in any way impair or remove the necessity of compliance 
with any other rule, regulation, by-law, permit or provision of 
law. Where this Ordinance imposes a greater restriction upon the 
use of land, buildings or structures the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall prevail. 


Validity and Severability. Should any section or provision of this 
Ordinance be declared by the courts to be invalid, such decision 
shall not invalidate any other section or provision of this 
Ordinance. 


Effective Date. The effective date of this Ordinance is the date of 
adoption by Town vote, and its requirements complied with by 
June 1, 1977. A certified copy of this Ordinance shall be filed with 
the County Register of Deeds, according to the requirements of 
State law.

REPORT OF THE SACOPEE VALLEY RESCUE UNIT 
THE REASON WHY........ 


The members of Sacopee Rescue Unit have submitted an article to 
the selectmen of each town to raise by taxation or appropriate from 
revenue sharing $7600 to purchase a new Modular Type rescue unit, 
complete with equipment and communications. 


The reason we need another unit at this time is because of the in- 
creasing number of back-to-back calls we are getting and the 20-30% 
increase in total calls per year. 


The first year we received 60 calls for help, 50% of which were 
transportation. This year the unit has responded 289 times, an in- 
crease Of 482% over seven years ago. And only 412% were bit 
sportation calls, the other 95'4% were true emergencies. 


a a te 
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The increasing number of calls keep the unit out of the area for such 
a long period of time, that the people are left unprotected by not 
having a fully equipped back-up unit. The small back-up unit we now 
have does not pass state requirements for an emergency ambulance. It 
is too low in height and does not have the space to accommodate 
necessary advance life-supporting or rescue equipment. It was pur- 
chased originally for transportation and not rescue, but the growing 
demand for emergency aid has forbid us from accepting trans- 
portation calls, and accepting primarily only true emergencies. 


It is our objective to continually up-grade the Emergency Medical 
Services (EMS) in the area we serve, and at this time we can only do 
this by adding another unit to our squad. 


The members, themselves, in 1975 received 800 hours of Emergency 
Medical Technician (EMT) training; in 1976, 180 hours EMT 
refresher; 756 hours inservice training; and 60 hours of Hospital 
Critique with doctors, for a total of 1796 hours of training in the last 
two years. The man hours spent on the unit the past year total 3035 
hours. The total time spent by Sacopee Rescue members either 
training or making a run in 1976 was 4031 hours; at a rate of $3.00 per 
hour this would cost the community $12,093.00. The members of the 
unit ask for your support to help keep the EMS running efficiently in 
the SAD 55 area and hopefully none will suffer second best in an 
unequipped vehicle.

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REPORT OF KEZAR FALLS FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The members of the Kezar Falls Fire Department wish to express 
their appreciation for the support which has been given by the 
inhabitants of the town of Parsonsfield and the inhabitants of the 
town of Porter in previous years. The last new piece of equipment for 
fire fighting was in 1963 when the two towns furnished necessary 
funds for the purchase of a 1963 International tank-pumper truck. 
Since this piece of equipment is now going on to 14 years old, it is felt 
that with an eye to the future needs of the towns and with the in- 
surance rating bureau in mind as to the classification of the towns and 
its requirements as to fire fighting equipment, plans should be made 
toward the purchase of a new truck of type tank-pumper in the near 
future. This can be accomplished by appropriating a sum for a period 
of 5 years maximum by each town and then make the purchase, or the 
purchase of a truck and paying for it over a period of years thereafter. 
There have been major fires in both towns in the last few years and for 
the department to do its job in fire control, necessary equipment has 
to be purchased periodically. Fortunately, the Kezar Falls Fire 
Department has had a mutual aid agreement with many fire depar- 
tments which has assisted with major fires, without which, the cost 
would have been almost prohibitive to the towns if said department 
would have been paid for time spent in fire help and use of their 
equipment at major fires.

Western Older Citizens Council, Inc. formerly known as Project 
Independence, provides services to the elderly of your town. Some 
are provided directly by W.O.C.C. and some are subcontracted to 
other agencies. Mini-bus transportation is subcontracted to Western 
Maine Transportation Services, Inc. Home Health Services and 
Health Screening Clinics are subcontracted to Androscoggin Home 
Health Association. 


From July 1, 1977 through December 31, 1977, 74 individuals in 
your town travelled 11,599 passenger miles on the mini-bus, no in- 
dividuals received home visits by nurses or home aides, no individuals 
were served meals, 20 individuals were helped by the outreach 
workers who made a total of 36 calls, and no individuals volunteered 
time through the Retired Senior Volunteer Program. The total cost 
of the above services for the six-month period was $3,362. There 
is no fee required from the individuals served for these services. 


Transportation is provided at no cost to those 60 years of age 
and over on a space available basis. First priority is given to those 
who require transportation for medical reasons (doctors visits, hos- 
pital treatment, etc.). Rides are also given for personal reasons 
(shopping, cashing checks, meal sites). 


Hot meals are provided in congregate meal sites throughout the 
tri-county area for individuals 60 or over, who are able to attend. 
While no fee is charged, those who wish may make a contribution. 


Outreach by Elder Advocates is available through the Informa- 
tion and Referral Program to help the Elderly with many types of 
problems. No fee is charged for this service.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Members of the Conservation Commission for the year 1977-78 
included: Katharine Chaiklin, John Horne, E. Chandler Manning, 
Charles Mitchell, John Murton. 


The Conservation Commission met 12 times in the past year. A 
primary objective of the Commission has been the completion of a 
Natural Resources Inventory. The maps and statements pertaining 
to information depicted on the maps will be available to residents of 
the town at the Town Hall, and additional information, particularly 
an analysis of soil conditions of the town, will be made available as 
soon as the state completes its survey of our area. 


Other business of the Commission has included the cost-sharing 
and planting of trees for seven Porter residents in the Spring of 1977. 
Money for this project was donated by McDonald’s Corporation as 
part of its nationwide beautification program. A considerable amount 
of time was spent by the Conservation Commission discussing a 
means of acquiring the Mine Pond tract of land as a town wildlife 
area, but was unable to develop a viable plan for acquisition. 


The Commission sent a letter to our state legislators indicating 
unanimous support of a bill to control billboard advertising along 
Maine highways. This legislation was enacted and is now law. Other 
letters were sent to convey the Commission’s support of the refund- 
ing of the State Shade Tree Program and our unanimous opposition 
to the Dickey-Lincoln project. 


The Conservation Commission is in the process of mapping out 
and ascribing proper names and legal definitions to town roads. 
Finally, the Conservation Commission plans to determine the boun- 
daries of the town farm and develop a management plan for that 
area in the interest of all the residents of the town.

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SACOPEE RESCUE UNIT 


1977 was a year of growth for the Sacopee Rescue Unit in many 
ways—most evident by the addition of a new rescue unit to the ser- 
vice. It is an all-aluminum modular unit affixed to a dual-wheel Ford 
chassis. This unit allows us to provide the most advanced life-support- 
ing techniques for our patients that the State allows and to expand 


these services as new programs are initiated. The Chevrolet van unit, 


formerly used as the prime unit, has been refurbished throughout and 
now serves as the secondary or “back-up” unit, giving the area two 
first-class rescue units for any medical emergency. 


Another area of growth has been in the area of communications. 
There are now six different sites throughout the five-town area that 
serve as dispatching or base stations and seven mobile 2-way radio 
units constantly being monitored. Needless to say, the radios are a 
great improvement over the old telephone system in response time, 
crew availability, and instant communication. Note: New emergency 
telephone number 625-8317. 


The Unit has also continued to grow in the area of training. There 
are now eleven Nationally Registered Emergency Medical Tech- 
nicians on the Unit and three of these are advanced EMTs, having 
successfully completed the IV therapy course. This course was con- 
ducted jointly by the Maine Medical Center, Osteopathic Hospital 
and Mercy Hospital. It involved extensive classroom work and prac- 
tical training in the operating and emergency rooms of the three 
hospitals. This advanced technique can be a great benefit to the 
patient when used because of our distance from hospital care. 


We continue to strive to bring the best possible emergency medical 
care to the Sacopee Valley area.
